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Dcscribing thc Tourist Cars 



WHILB intcnded lo accommodate holdcrs oí 
second-class tickets, thcsc slccpcrs are 
equally availablc for iH travclcis. Hy their 
use tlic cost oí a California trip is lessened 
without sacrificc of any essential comfort. They are 
ncatly furnished, comíortably hcated, clean. and 
attractive. Almost as nice as thc standard Pullman*, 
fairly expresses a comparison b6tWC6D thc tWO siyles 
Thc standard Pullman has some luxurics that 
thc tourist slcc|>er lacks, such as expensive carved 
wcxxlwork, clalnirate upholstcring, and metal linish. 
Bal boÚI alikc are attached to the fast through 
express, are operated by the Pullman Company, in 
charge of Pullman conductors and porters, and are 
equippcd with linen, blankets. and m.ittresscs. 
Thc tourist car's distinctive features : 
Each section contaius an uppcr and lower berth. 
l>y day the upper licrth is elosed, thc lowcr >>nc 
being converted intO a scat. At night. when thc 
berths are made up. cvery section is incloscd on two 
sides by movablc j>;ir titions and a curtain in froni. 
aífordinjí absolute DI iv.icy. Tlic scat frames are of 
wood, and thc cushions and backs are covered with 
ratt.in. Therc are lmok> for hats and wraps; aml 
Miiall detachablc íolding tablcs, for writing and 
luncheons. Windows are doublc. thcrcby exclud 
ing dust, cinders, and draughts. Kach window has 
a movable heavy cloth curtain. The interiore of 
thcsc cars are painted in light shades, aml grained 
in inútation of natural woods. Thc aisles are 
ncatly car|)ctcd. An abundance of lamp* proviilcs 
ampie illumination. The Hakcr systcm oí hcating 
by hot water is used in thc cold scason, insurinií 
continuous and cven warmth. Kach hcater is sup- 
plicd with an incloscd oven, in which coffee. tea. 
etc., mav be warmed, and closcly adjacent is a large 
sink, with hot-water íauect. There are sepárate 
toilet rooms. each having platc-glass mirrors, iced 
drinking water, marblc wash-basins. soop. towcls. 
crnbs, brushes, and other convcnienccs. Thc bed- 
ding consists of linen, blankets, pillows, and hair 
mattresses. 

New tourist cars with wide vcstibulcs are soon to 
be ron betwccn Chicago and I .os Angeles, thus 
materiallv im u asing thc comfort of thc servicc.

HOW Oi'KK.vi Kl>.— These cars are operated by 
the Pullman Company, and are accompanied by Pull- 
man conductors and Pullman porters. Passcngers 
are also giren special atlention by ourown cmploycs. 

BtRTH Chakcks. — A double berth in a tourist 
slccper costs much lcss than in a palace slcepcr. 
I'.ach double berth accommodates two persons with- 
out extra slee|>cr charge; but passcngers desiring the 
exciusive use of a berth can obtain it for price 
named. Chargcs for berths are uniform via all lines. 

RB8BRVATION& — Kcservations may be procured 
by addrcssing ncaresl representative of Santa Fe 
Koute. Give such a description of the party as will 
enable agent to sclect appropriate accommodations. 
Parties may be organi/ed and adjacent berth spacc 
secured, thus insuring congenial company. But onc 
may reasonably expect lo lind pleasant associatcs on 
the journey among chance ac(|uaintances. 

RAILROAD Tickkts. — lloth lirst and second class 
railroad tickets are honored. 'I'ickets should read 
through to destinat ion over thc Santa Fe Route. 

Ba«;gagi:. — Onc hundred and lifty pounds of 
baggage checke<l frec on each whole ticket, and 
c v< nty-tive pounds on each half ticket. Fxlra 
weight is charged for. Chcck all baggage through 
except what ¡s needed on thc trip; hand baggage an<l 
lunch baskets will be carried free in tourist slcepcrs. 

Ciiair Caks. — I.UMirious electrie lighted chair 
Cars, in charge of competent porters. and furnished 
with toilet anieles, are carried on sametrain with the 
tOUrist slcepcrs. Passcngers holding sccond-class 
tickets may ride therein, without any extra charge — 
i luis licing afforded a choicc of accommodations. 
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Other lmportant Items 

ES T of Kansaa City meáis ara served ín 
Uie Santa Fe Rouíe dining rooms for 75 
cents. Lunch counlers furnish colTee. tea. 
milk, bread, cakes, fruit, etc., at reason- 
able rales. Travelers carrying their own lunclies 
shuulil provide cove:ed baskets with drop handles. 
East oí Kansaa City dining cars are used. 

WBKKl.Y Kxcursions. — In connection with the 
daily service. tourisl sleeping cars are run wekfy 

between Boston and Chicago, throagta Wbite River 

Junction, Montreal. and Port Hurón. These ex- 
cursions leave Boston every Thursday, and reaeh 
Chicago every Friday. 

There is a transfer at Chicago frota one train to 
another in same depot (I)earborn Station). In 
tf&nsferring, passengers are assisted by thc railtoad 
company's excursión agent, who accompanics the 
party írom Uoston to Chicago. Heiths may be re- 
servad through to California destination. The 
change at Chicago is an atlvantage as passengers 
are placed in freshly cleaned cars. 

Duríng thc fall, winter, and spring scasons other 
weekly tourist car excursions are run between var- 
iotis Kastern cities and Los Angeles, over lines con- 
necting with Santa Fe Uoute. 

DlSTINCTIVB Feati kks. — Thc Santa Fe has . 
The shortcst line to Southern California; a direct 
route to San Francisco; scenic attractions, snch as 
thc Grand Callón of Arizona; a route less affected 
by snow than t hose buílt thiough thc more northerly 
Rocky .Mountain passes, and as pleasant as anv in 
summer: a well-ballaslcd track, newly laid with 
heavy steel rails; easy grades; an cquipment complete 
in all particulars, and, lastly a superb climate the 
year round. 

Larga StimS have rccently been expended in 
pntting down ncw rails, replacing dirt ballast with 
rock and gravel, taking out wooden bridges and 
substituting substantial steel or iron structures, 
slraightening curves and leveling grades. The 
block signal system of handling trains is being 
introduced. Chair cars, coaches, and dining cars 
,iu- lighted with clectricity. Frompt service, good 
BCCOmmodatíons, a safe track, and scenic attractions; 
ni . pul in alliterative phra^e — speed, service, safety, 
and scenery make the Santa Fe a popular line.
